amount of oxygen in the air we breathe nor inad- 
equate breathing, but just failure to absorb and 
utilize enough oxygen In the combustion process of 
life which doctors call metabolism, Is In my opin- 
ion'the-most important cause of hardening of the 
arteries. High blood pressure may be a feature in 
arteriosclerosis or hardening of the arteries, but 
hlsh blood pressure is one feature of various otne 
disease conditions and is often noted when the ar- 
teries and heart are normal. Now let us see how 
suboxidation happens to be so popular 


One may live from one to four minutes without 


breathing."that is, life goes on for & time aftet oxy- 
genation has ceased (about one-fifth of the volume 
of air taken into the lungs is pure oxygen). 
But 


the moment oxidation stops, that Is, the slow com- 
bustion of food and tissue material as fuel In the 
bodv life terminates. In fact that is life, the con- 
stant oxidation, combustion, burning of food fuel

ers, having- violated 
various

:aws, were laws, wre confined in th 
states institutions. 


The marked tendency of the nation 


al government in recent years to pas 
more laws regulating the private live 
of citizens, such as the A'olstead an 
Mann acts, instead of leaving thi 
function almost entirely to the states 
as was formerly the case, has beer 
responsible for the increase of federa 
prisoners. The prohibition 
statut 


alone officials say, has been respon 
sible for swelling' the ranks of thes 
convicts by several thousands. 


GAIN OF 851 


On June 30 of this year the tola 


number of federal prisoners was 8.51S 
This was 851 more than the numbe 
for the previous year.

Last eprlng the crowd- 
ed conditions of the prisons, partloul- 
arly at Atlanta, became so acute that 
the superintendent of prisons appeal- 
ed to the adjacent state institutions to 
take over some of the federal prison- 
ers. 
By "boarding out" groups of

Ilio roots of the hair lie deep down 


in the dermis. 
At the upper end of 


this sac or hair follicle are located the 
oil glands. It is the secretion of these 
glands which is poured out upon the 
hair to prevent its becoming: dry and 
brittle. When these oil glands fail to 
function properly the 
hair becomes 


brittle and breaks off. 


Now it may be proper to say a word 


about dandruff. You should know that 
dandruff which is generally believed to 
produce baldness, is not in 
itself a 


cause of baldness and in itself has 
nothing to do with the cause of that 
condition. 


Dandruff is a term that might well 


be limited to the normal product of the 
scalp. It is not then a disease. You 
arc constantly shedding- the outworn 
dead particles of skin, those flattened 
dead cells which have lost their living 
protoplasm. 


If your scalp is not kept clean, if 


it is not washed thoroughly, dandruff 
will be the result. If the head is kept 
reasonably clean dandruff will do no 
harm. Of course, if dandruff is allow- 
ed to accumulate the effects will be 
harmful. 


To avoid dandruff and to keep the 


skin of the head in good condition a 
reasonable use of soap and water and 
the thorough drying: of the head after 
it has been washed is recommended. 


There are two reasons for this last bit 
of advice. A vigorous rubbing in order 
to dry the head Increases the circu- 
lation. It stimulates the oil glands. 
And your scalp is an oil distillery in 
miniature. 


When you leave your head damp 


this oil acts just as any other oil acts 
when it comes in contact with water. 
It hardens into 
a masn-like tallow. 


When such hardening- occurs not only 
is the condition produced an unhealthy 
one but this hardening mass easily 
catches and holds all particles of dirt 
which come in contact with it. Water 
and oil do not mix either in your au- 
tomobile or on your hair. 


It is important, therefore, that you 


use good soap when you wash your 
head in order that the old oil-may br 
thoroughly washed off and then It is 
important that you dry your head 
thoroughly after washing1 so that when 
the new oil conies from the hair it may 
find the hair dry and in a natural con- 
dition.

The roots of the hair lie deep down 


in the dermis. 
At the upper end of 


this sac or hair follicle are located the 
oil glands. It is the secretion of these 
glands which is poured out upon the 
hair to prevent its becoming: dry and 
brittle. When these oil glands fail to 
function properly the 
hair becomes 


brittle and breaks off. 


Xow it may be proper to say a word 


about dandruff. You should know that 
dandruff which is generally believed to 
produce baldness, is 
not in 
itself a 


cause of baldness 
and in itself has 


nothing to do with the cause of that 
condition. 


Dandruff is a term that might well 


be limited to the normal product of the 
scalp. It is not then a disease. You 
arc constantly shedding the outworn 
dead particles of skin, those flattened 
dead cells which have lost their living 
protoplasm. 


If your scalp is not kept clean, if 


it is not washed thoroughly, dandruff 
will be the result. If the head is kept 
reasonably clean 
dandruff will do no 


harm. Of course, if dandruff is allow- 
ed to accumulate the effects 11 ill be 
harmful. 


To avoid dandruff and to keep the 


skin of the head in good condition a 
reasonable use of soap and water and 
the thorough drying of the head after 
it has been washed is recommended. 


There are two reasons for this last bit 
of advice. A vigorous rubbing in order 
to dry the head Increases the circu- 
lation. 
It stimulates the oil glands. 


And your scalp is an oil distillery in 
miniature. 


When you leave your head damp 


this oil acts just as any other oil acts 
when it comes in contact with water. 
It hardens into a masn-like tallow. 
When such hardening1 occurs not only 
is the condition produced an unhealthy 
one but this hardening mass easily 
catches 'and holds all particles of dirt 
which come in contact with it. Water 
and oil do not mix either in your au- 
tomobile or on your hair. 


It is important, therefore, that you 


use good soap when you wash your 
head in order that the old oil may b" 
thoroughly washed off and then it is 
important that you dry your head 
thoroughly after washing so that when 
the new oil comes from the hair it may 
find the hair dry and in a natural con- 
dition.
